Let us agree to the establishment of a 
foreign prince in Mexico, and there is no 
danger of foreign interference from any 
power. These nations are friends of neither 
side.

|wamp with 40,000 men and 100 pieces of 
artillery, to a secure and advantageous posi- 
tion, and had subsequently cut through a 
line of communication with The James 
river, it is reported that, during the two 
days' fignung, McClellan's loss was 10,000. 
Under this head we have no particulars 
whatever. CoL Alexander had come through 
to James river to select the new base and j 
Turkey Bend bad been decided c>n. This is 
not far from thirty miles from Richmond 
and some ten miles above City Point. 

The most prominent and important fea- 
ture covered by the reports is. that McClel- 
lan has succeeded in penetrating White Oak 
Swamp, and in placing a very "large force 
on the other side of it. While this must 
have advanced a heavy body of his best 
troops to within four miles of Richmond, it 
was at the same time a bold push toward 
the point opposite Fort Darling, on Drury s j 
Bluff, the two principal ideas held dis^nctly I 
in view, Friday evening, the houref the last 
intelligence from McClellan s left.

The Urge house at the station and adjoin- 
ing grounds, which were filled with our sick 
and wounded, whom it was Impossible to 
get away, were left under the care of oar 
surgeons, with all the necessaries at hand 
for their comfort. They numbered one 
hundred, and are now in the hands of the 
enemy. 

The troops which had fought ihe battle of 
Sunday, retreated under cover of the night 
.to White Oak Swamp bridge, a distance of 
about twelve miles, there to await the ap- 
proach of the enemy. 

The disposition of the troops on Monday, 
the Gth day of battle, was as follows Qen. 
Smith's division, supported by Gen Nagle s 
brigade, occupied the right of the bridge, 
while Gen. Sumner's and Gen. Franklin § 
corps occupied the left. Qen. Hrintzel- 
man s corps, with Gen. McCall's division, 
was out on the rood to meet the enemy, who 
was approaching from Richmond. The 
enemy came up boldly early in the marn- 
ing, having been heavily re-enforced by 
the troops who had fought the battle of 
Friday on the opposite side of the Cbicka- 
heminv. 

About 2 o clock it became evident that 
some portion of our army must give away, 
as the rebels were constantly throwing 
fresh troops Into action Our troops in 
front of the bridge now fell back to within 
three and half miles of Turkey Island, 
where the fight was shortly afterwards re- 
newed, and continued with the greatest 
determination on both sides. 

The loss on Monday was heavy on both 
sides. During the day all the cattle and 
the greater portion of the transportation, 
had safely crossed Turkey Island Bridge. 
Some of the rear wagons had to be aban- 
doned, and fired, to make room for the 
passage of artillery 

Ths fight was reaewed early on Tuesday 
morning by the rebels. They evidently in- 
tended to crush our army. It lasted about 
three hours, resulting in considerable loss 
to both sides. The enemy then retired, 
leaving the field to our troops. 

The rebels again advanced about 3 p. m., 
in considerable numbers, but retired after 
being shelled by the gunboats and artillery 
for about two hours, without coming near 
enough for musketry to be engaged. 

The loss of our army during these seven 
engagements is not known, but 20,000 is 
considered to be as near an estimate ss can 
at present be given in killed, wounded and 
missing. Many of those at present unac- 
counted for may have straggled away 
through the country, and tnay herufter re- 
turn. 

The loas of the enemy in killed must 
have been very heavy. We have 700 pris- 
oners, among whom are three Lieutenants 
and one M^jor. 

The repotred capture of General Magru- 
der is probably a mistake. 

The loss in field artillery is about tkirty 
pieces. 

Generals Sumner and Heiatzelman were 
both slightly wounded in ths left, but never 
left the field. 

General McCall was seen to fall from his 
horse during the battle, and was taken pris- 
oner. The extent ef his injuries is not 
known. 

During ths seven daysmen. Reynolds 
and Copula Kingsbury, of hie euff’ were 
taken prisoners. Col. Stookton, of Michi- 
gan, and Gen. Meade, of Pews., was se- 
verely wounded. Gen . Burns was wounded
